The    Real    Resurrection   Attested   by 
Witnesses.

Tabernacle  Address,  Sunday,  1st  April, 
1934. 
Reverend  G.  Randall  Jones,  M.A., 
B.Sc,  B.D.,  of  Norwich,  England,  in 
speaking  on  the  resurrection,  made  this 
statement : 

"  After   the   crucifixion    the   real   self 
of  Jesus,  which  was  spirit,  had  finished 
with    the    body    which    He    had    worn. 
He  had  no  more  use  for  that  body  than 
he  had  for  an  old  suit  of  clothes.      His 
real    self   rose   from    the   grave.        His 
body  crumbled  to  dust." 
This  being  Easter  Sunday,  a  day  cele- 
brated throughout  all  Christendom,  com- 
memorative   of    the    resurrection    of    our 
Lord,  I  desire,  if  I  may  be  aided  by  His 
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A  vision,  given  to  Joseph  Smith,  the 
Prophet,  and  Sidney  Rigdon,  at  Hiram, 
Ohio,  February  16,  1832.  Prefacing  his 
record  of  this  vision  the  Prophet  wrote: 
"From  sundry  revelations  which  had  been 
received,  it  was  apparent  that  many  impor- 
tant points  touching  the  salvation  of  man 
had  been  taken  from  the  Bible,  or  lost  before 
it  was  compiled.  It  appeared  self-evident 
from  what  truths  were  left,  that  if  Cod  re- 
warded every  one  according  to  the  deeds  done 
in  the  body,  the  term  Heaven,  as  intended 
for  the  Saints'  eternal  home,  must  include 
more  kingdoms  than  one."  While  he  and 
Sidney  Rigdon  were  engaged  in  studious  and 
prayerful  consideration  of  this  matter,  the 
glorious  vision  here  recorded  was  given  them. 

Revelation    of    truth,    wisdom,    and   even 

mysteries  promised  unto  those  who  are 
worthy — The  eventual  resurrection  of  both 
just  and  unjust — The  two  Elders  bear  solemn 
personal  testimony  that  Jesus  Christ  lives — 
The  expulsion  of  Lucifer,  and  his  evil  activi- 
ties as  Satan  on  the  earth — Awful  fate  of 
those  who  become  sons  of  Perdition — Dis- 
tinctive glories  Of  the  Celestial,  the  Terres- 
trial, and  the  Telestial  states — Qualifications 
of  souls  that  shall  be  assigned  to  each — 
Glorious  consummation  of  the  Savior's  work. 
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Hear,  O  ye  Heavens,  and  give  ear, 
O  Earth,  and  rejoice  ye  inhabitants 
thereof,  for  the  Lord  is  God,  and  besides 
him  there  is  no  Savior.  Great  is  his 
wisdom,  marvelous  are  his  ways,  and  the 
extent  of  his  doings  none  can  find  out. 
His  purposes  fail  not,  neither  are  there 
any  who  can  stay  his  hand.  From  eter- 
nity to  eternity  he  is  the  same,  and  his 
years  never  fail. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord:  I,  the  Lord, 
am  merciful  and  gracious  unto  those  who 
fear  me,  and  delight  to  honor  those  who 
serve  me  in  righteousness  and  in  truth 
unto  the  end.  Great  shall  be  their  re- 
ward and  eternal  shall  be  their  glory. 
And  to  them  will  I  reveal  all  mysteries; 
yea,  all  the  hidden  mysteries  of  my  king- 
dom from  days  of  old,  and  for  ages  to 
come,  will  I  make  known  unto  them-- 
the  good  pleasure  of  my  will  cencerning 
all  things  pertaining  to  my  kingdom. 

Yea,  even  the  wonders  of  eternity  shall 
they  know,  and  things  to  come  will  I 
show '  them,  even  the  things  of  many 
generations.  And  their  wisdom  shall  be 
great,  and  their  understanding  reach  to 
htaven;  and  before  them  the  wisdom  ot 
the  wisj  shall  perish,  and  the  under- 
standing of  the  prudent  shall  come  to 
naught.  For  by  my  Spirit  will  I  enlighten 
them,  and  by  my  power  will  I  make 
known  unto  them  the  secrets  of  my  will 
— yea,  even  those  things  which  eye  has 
not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  nor  yet  entered 
into  the  heart  of  man. 

We,  Joseph  Smith,  Jun.,  and  Sidney 
Rigdon,  being  in  the  Spirit  on  the  six- 
teenth day  of  February,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-two — by  the  power  of  the  Spirit  our 
eyes  were  opened  and  our  understandings 
were  enlightened,  so  as  to  see  and  under- 
stand the  things  of  God — even  those 
things  which  were  from  the  beginning  be- 
fore the  world  was,  which  were  ordained 
of  the  Father,  through  his  Only  Begotten 
Son,  who  was  in  the  bosom  of  the 
Father,  even  from  the  beginning ;  of 
whom  we  bear  record ;  and  the  record 
which  we  bear  is  the  fulness  of  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  Son,  whom 
we  saw  and  with  whom  we  conversed  in 
the  heavenly  vision. 

For  while  we  were  doing  the  work  of 


translation,  which  the  Lord  had  appointed 
unto  u,,  we  came  to  the  twenty-ninth 
verse  of  the  fifth  chapter  of  John,  which 
was  given  unto  us  as  follows:  Speak- 
ing oi  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  con- 
cerning tho.se  who  shall  hear  the  voice 
of  tnc  Son  Oi  Man,  and  shall  come  forth 
— they  who  have  done  good  in  the  resur- 
rection ot  the  just,  and  they  who  have 
done  evil  in  the  resurrection  of  the  unjust 
— now  this  caused  us  to  marvel,  tor  it 
was  given   unto  us  of   the   Spirit. 

And  while  we  meditated  upon  these 
things,  the  Lord  touched  the  eyes  of  our 
understandings  and  they  were  opened, 
ana  the  giory  of  the  Lord  shone  round 
about.  rt.nd  we  beheld  the  glory  of  the 
Son,  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Father, 
and  received  of  his  fulness,  and  saw  the 
holy  angels,  and  them  who  are  sanctified 
bdore  his  throne,  worshipping  God,  and 
the  Lamb,  who  worship  him  forever  and 
ever. 

And  now,  after  the  many  testimonies 
which  have  been  given  of  him,  this  is  the 
testimony,  last  ot  all,  which  we  give  of 
him:  That  he  lives!  For  we  saw  him, 
even  on  the  right  hand  of  God ;  and  we 
heard  the  voice  bearing  record  that  he 
is  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father — that 
by  him,  and  through  him,  and  of  him, 
the  worlds  are  and  were  created,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  are  begotten  sons  and 
daughters   unto   God. 

And  this  we  saw  also,  and  bear  record, 
that  an  angel  of  God  who  was  in  autho- 
rity in  the  presence  of  God,  who  rebelled 
against  the  Only  Begotten  Son  whom  the 
Father  loved  and  who  was  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Father,  was  thrust  down  from  the 
presence  of  God  and  the  Son,  and  was 
called  Perdition,  for  the  heavens  wept 
over  him — he  was  Lucifer,  a  son  of  the 
morning.  And  we  beheld,  and  lo,  he  is 
fallen  !  is  fallen,  even  a  son  of  the  morn- 

in£! 

And   while  we   were  yet   in   the   Spirit, 

the  Lord  commanded  us  that  we  should 
write  the  vision ;  for  we  beheld  Satan, 
that  old  serpent,  even  the  devil,  who  re- 
belled against  God,  and  sought  to  take 
the  kingdom  of  our  God  and  his  Christ — 
wherefore,  he  maketh  war  with  the  saints 
of  God,  and  encompasseth  them  round 
about.        And    we    saw    a    vision    of    the 
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sufferings  of  those  with  whom  he  made 
war  and  overcame,  for  thus  came  the 
voice  of   the   Lord   unto   us : 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  concerning  all 
those  who  know  my  power,  and  have 
been  made  partakers  thereof,  and  suffered 
themselves  through  the  power  of  the 
devil  to  be  overcome,  and  to  deny  the 
truth  and  defy  my  power — they  are  they 
who  are  the  sons  of  Perdition,  of  whom 
I  say  that  it  had  been  better  for  them 
never  to  have  been  born ;  for  they  are 
vessels  of  wrath,  doomed  to  suffer  the 
wrath  of  God,  with  the  devil  and  his 
angels  in  eternity ;  concerning  whom  I 
have  said  there  is  no  forgiveness  in  this 
world  nor  in  the  world  to  come — having 
denied  the  Holy  Spirit  after  having  re- 
ceived it,  and  having  denied  the  Only 
Begotten  Son  of  the  Father,  having 
crucified  him  unto  themselves  and  put  him 
to  an  open  shame. 

These  are  they  who  shall  go  away  into 
the  lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  with  the 
devil  and  his  angels — and  the  only  ones 
on  whom  the  second  death  shall  have  any 
power ;  yea,  verily,  the  only  ones  who 
shall  not  be  redeemed  in  the  due  time  of 
the  Lord,  after  the  sufferings  of  his 
wrath.  For  all  the  rest  shall  be  brought 
forth  by  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
through  the  triumph  and  the  glory  of  the 
Lamb,  who  was  slain,  who  was  in  the 
bosom  of  the  Father  before  the  worlds 
were  made. 

And  this  is  the  gospel,  the  glad  tidings, 
which  the  voice  out  of  the  heavens  bore 
record,  unto  us  :  That  he  came  into  the 
world,  even  Jesus,  to  be  crucified  for  the 
world,  and  to  bear  the  sins  of  the  world, 
and  to  sancify  the  world,  and  to  cleanse 
it  from  all  unrighteousness ;  that  through 
him  all  might  be  saved  whom  the  Father 
had  put  into  his  power  and  made  by  him  ; 
who  glorifies  the  Father,  and  saves  all 
the  works  of  his  hands,  except  those  sons 
of  Perdition  who  deny  the  Son  after  the 
Father  has  revealed  him. 

Wherefore,  he  saves  all  except  them — 
they  shall  go  away  into  everlasting 
punishment,  which  is  endless  punishment, 
which  is  eternal  punishment,  to  reign 
with  the  devil  and  his  angels  in  eternity, 
where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire 
is  not  quenched,  which  is  their  torment. 
And    the   end   thereof,    neither   the   place 


thereof,  nor  their  torment,  no  man 
knows;  neither  was  it  revealed,  neither 
is,  neither  will  be  reveald  unto  man,  ex- 
cept to  them  who  are  made  partakers 
thereof.  Nevertheless,  I,  the  Lord,  show 
it  by  vision  unto  many,  but  straightway 
shut  it  up  again  ;  wherefore,  the  end, 
the  width,  the  height,  the  depth,  and  the 
misery  thereof,  they  understand  not, 
neither  any  man  except  those  who  are 
ordained  unto  this  condemnation.  And 
we  heard  the  voice,  saying :  Write  the 
vision,  for  lo,  this  is  the  end  of  the 
vision   of   the   sufferings   of   the   ungodly. 

And  again  we  bear  record — for  we  saw 
and  heard,  and  this  is  the  testimony  of  the 
gospel  of  Christ  concerning  them  who 
shall  come  forth  in  the  resurrection  of  the 
just.  They  are  they  who  received  the 
testimony  of  Jesus,  and  believed  on  his 
name  and  were  baptized  after  the  manner 
of  the  burial,  being  buried  in  the  water 
in  his  name,  and  this  according  to  the 
commandment  which  he  has  given,  that 
by  keeping  the  commandments  they 
might  be  washed  and  cleansed  from  all 
their  sins,  and  receive  the  Holy  Spirit  by 
the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  him  who 
is  ordained  and  sealed  unto  this  power ; 
and  who<  overcome  by  faith,  and  are 
sealed  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  promise, 
which  the  Father  sheds  forth  upon  all 
those  who  are  just  and  true. 

They  are  they  who  are  the  church  of 
the  First-born.  They  are  they  into 
whose  hands  the  Father  has  given  all 
things  ;  they  are  they  who  are  priests  and 
kings,  who  have  received  of  his  fulness, 
and  of  his  glory,  and  are  priests  of  the 
Most  High,  after  the  order  of  Melchize- 
dek,  which  was  after  the  order  of  Enoch, 
which  was  after  the  order  of  the  Only 
Begotten  Son.  Wherefore,  as  it  is  writ- 
ten, thev  are  gods,  even  the  sons  of  God. 
Wherefore,  all  things  are  theirs,  whether 
life  or  death,  or  things  present,  or  things 
to  come,  all  are  theirs  and  they  are 
Christ's,  and  Christ  is  God's.  And  they 
shall  overcome  all  things. 

Wherefore,  let  no  man  glory  in  man, 
but  rather  let  him  glory  in  God,  who 
shall  subdue  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 
These  shall  dwell  in  the  presence  of  God 
and  his  Christ  forever  and  ever.  These 
are  they  'whom  he  shall  bring  with  him, 
when    he    shall    come    in    the    clouds    of 
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heaven  to  reign  on  the  earth  over  his 
people.  These  are  they  who  shall  have 
part  in  the  first  resurrection.  These  are 
they  who  shall  come  forth  in  the  resur- 
rection of  the  just.  These  are  they  who 
are  come  unto  Mount  Zion,  and  unto  the 
city  of  the  living  God,  the  heavenly 
place,  the  holiest  of  all.  These  are  they 
who  have  come  to  an  innumerable  com- 
pany of  angels,  to  the  general  assembly 
and  church  of  Enoch,  and  of  the  First- 
born. 

These  are  they  whose  names  are  writ- 
ten in  heaven,  where  God  and  Christ  are 
the  judge  of  all.  These  are  they  who 
are  just  men  made  perfect  through  Jesus 
the  mediator  of  the  new  covenant,  who 
wrought  out  this  perfect  atonement 
through  the  shedding  of  his  own  blood. 
These  are  they  whose  bodies  are  celestial, 
whose  glory  is  that  of  the  sun  even  the 
glory  of  God,  the  highest  of  all,  whose 
glory  the  sun  of  the  firmament  is  written 
of  as  being  typical. 

And  again,  we  saw  the  terrestrial 
world ;  and  behold  and  lo,  these  are  they 
who  are  of  the  terrestrial,  whose  glory 
differs  from  that  of  the  church  of  the 
Firstborn  who  have  received  the  fulness 
of  the  Father,  even  as  that  of  the  moon 
differs  from  the  sun  in  the  firmament. 
Behold,  these  are  they  who  died  without 
law ;  and  also  they  who  are  the  spirit 
of  men  kept  in  prison,  whom  the  Son 
visited,  and  preached  the  gospel  unto 
them,  that  they  might  be  judged  accord- 
ing to  men  in  the  flesh — who  received 
not  the  testimony  of  Jesus  in  the  flesh, 
but  afterwards   received  it. 

These  are  they  who  are  honorable  men 
of  the  earth,  who  were  blinded  by  the 
craftiness  of  men.  These  are  they  who 
receive  of  his  glory,  but  not  of  his 
fulness.  These  are  they  who  receive 
of  the  presence  of  the  Son,  but  not  of 
the  fulness  of  the  Father.  Wherefore, 
they  are  bodies  terrestrial,  and  not  bodies 
celestial,  and  differ  in  glory  as  the  moon 
differs  from  the  sun.  These  are  they 
who  are  not  valiant  in  the  testimony  of 
Jesus ;  wherefore,  they  obtain  not  the 
crown  over  the  kingdom  of  our  God. 
And  now  this  is  the  end  of  the  vision 
which  we  saw  of  the  terrestrial,  that  the 
Lord  commanded  us  to  write  while  we 
were  yet  in  the  spirit. 

And  again,  we  saw  the  glory  of  the 
telestial,  which  glory  is  that  of  the  lesser, 
even  as  the  glory  of  the  stars  differs  from 
that  of  the  glory  of  the  moon  in  the  firma- 


ment. These  are  they  who  receive  not 
the  gospel  of  Christ,  neither  the  testi- 
mony of  Jesus.  These  are  they  who  deny 
not  the  Holy  Spirit.  These  are  they  who 
are  thrust  down  to  hell.  These  are  they 
who  shall  not  be  redeemed  from  the  devil 
until  the  last  resurrection,  until  the  Lord, 
even  Christ  the  Lamb,  shall  have  finished 
his  work.  These  are  they  who  receive 
not  of  his  fulness  in  the  eternal  world, 
but  of  the  Holy  Spirit  through  the 
ministeration  of  the  terrestrial ;  and  the 
terrestrial  through  the  ministration  of  the 
celestial.  And  also  the  telestial  receive 
it  of  the  administering  of  angels  who  are 
appointed  to  minister  for  them,  or  who 
are  appointed  to  be  ministering  spirits  for 
them  ;  for  they  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation. 

And  thus  we  saw,  in  the  heavenly 
vision,  the  glory  of  the  telestial,  which 
surpasses  all  understanding ;  and  no  man 
knows  it  except  him  to  whom  God  has 
revealed  it.  And  thus  we  saw  the  glory 
of  the  terrestrial  which  excels  in  all  things 
the  glory  of  the  telestial,  even  in  glory, 
and  in  power,  and  in  might,  and  in 
dominion.  And  thus  we  saw  the  glory 
of  the  celestial,  which  excels  in  all  things 
— where  God,  even  the  Father,  reigns 
upon  his  throne  forever  and  ever — before 
whose  throne  all  things  bow  in  humble 
reverence,  and  give  him  glory  forever 
and  ever.  They  who  dwell  in  his 
presence  are  the  church  of  the  Firstborn ; 
and  they  see  as  they  are  seen,  and  know 
as  they  are  known,  having  received  of 
his  fulness  and  of  his  grace ;  and  he 
makes  them  equal  in  power,  and  in 
might,  and  in  dominion. 

And  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one, 
even  as  the  glory  of  the  sun  is  one.  And 
the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  one,  even 
as  the  glory  of  the  moon  is  one.  And  the 
glory  of  the  telestial  is  one,  even  as  the 
glory  of  the  stars  is  one ;  for  as  one  star 
differs  from  another  star  in  glory  even 
so  differs  one  from  another  in  glory  in 
the  telestial  world ;  for  these  are  they  who 
are  of  Paul,  and  of  Apollos,  and  of 
Cephas.  These  are  they  who  say  they 
are  some  of -one  and  some  of  another — 
some  of  Christ  and  some  of  John,  and 
some  of  Moses,  and  some  of  Elias,  and 
some  of  Esaias,  and  some  of  Isaiah,  and 
some  of  Enoch— but  received  not  the  gos- 
pel, neither  the  testimony  of  Jesus, 
neither  the  prophets,  neither  the  ever- 
lasting covenant. 

Last  of  all,  these  all  are  they  who  will 
not   be   gathered   with    the    saints,    to   be 
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caught  up  unto  the  church  of  the  First- 
born, and  received  into  the  cloud.  These 
are  they  who  are  liars,  and  sorcerers,  ;>nd 
adulterers,  and  whoremongers,  and  who- 
soever loves  and  makes  a  lie.  These 
are  they  who  suffer  the  wrath  of  God  on 
earth.  These  are  they  who  suffer  the 
vengeance  of  eternal  fire.  These  are  they 
who  are  cast  down  to  hell  and  suffer 
the  wrath  of  Almighty  God,  until  the  ful- 
ness of  times,  when  Christ  shall  have 
subdued  all  enemies  under  his  feet,  and 
shall  have  perfected  his  work ;  when  he 
shall  deliver  up  the  kingdom,  and  present 
it  unto  the  Father,  spotless,  saying :  I 
have  overcome  and  have  trodden  the 
winepress  alone,  even  the  winepress  of 
the  fierceness  of  the  wrath  of  Almighty 
God.  Then  shall  he  be  crowned  with  the 
crown  of  his  glory,  to  sit  on  the  throne 
of  his  power  to  reign  forever  and  ever. 

But  behold,  and  lo,  we  saw  the  glory 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  telestial  world, 
that  they  were  as  innumerable  as  the 
stars  in  the  firmament  of  heaven,  or  as 
the  sand  upon  the  seashore ;  and  heard 
the  voice  of  the  Lord,  saying  :  These  all 
shall  bow  the  knee,  and  every  tongue 
shall  confess  to  him  who  sits  upon  the 
throne  forever  and  ever ;  for  they  shall 
be  judged  according  to  their  works,  and 
every  man  shall  receive  according  to  his 
own  works,  his  own  dominion,  in  the 
mansions  which  are  prepared.  And  they 
shall  be  servants  of  the  Most  High  ;  but 
where  God  and  Christ  dwell  they  can- 
not come,   worlds  without  end. 

This  is  the  end  of  the  vision  which  we 
saw,  which  we  were  commanded  to  write 
while  we  were  yet  in  the  Spirit.  But 
great  and  marvelous  are  the  works  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  mysteries  of  his  kingdom 
which  he  showed  unto  us,  which  surpass 
all  understanding  in  glory,  and  in  might, 
and  in  dominion — which  he  commanded 
us  we  should  not  write  while  we  were 
yet  in  the  Spirit,  and  are  not  lawful  for 
man  to  utter.  Neither  is  man  capable 
to  make  them  known,  for  they  are  only 
to  be  seen  and  understood  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  which  God  bestows 
on  those  who  love  him,  and  purify  them- 
selves before  him ;  to  whom  he  grants 
this  privilege  of  seeing  and  knowing  for 
themselves,  that  through  the  power  and 
manifestation  of  the  Spirit,  while  in  the 
flesh,  they  may  be  able  to  bear  his 
presence  in  the  world  of  glory.  And  to 
God  and  the  Lamb  be  glory,  and  honor, 
and  dominion  forever  and  ever.        Amen.

spirit,     to    set    forth     the     views    of    the 
Church    of    Jesus     Christ     of     Latter-day 
Saints    on     this     important     subject — The 
Resurrection. 

We  accept  without  qualification  or 
apology  the  literal,  tangible  resurrection 
of  Jesus  Christ.  We  also  believe  in 
the  actual,  tangible  resurrection  of  the 
entire  human  family. 

Explained  by  Founder. 

Joseph  F.  Smith,  the  former  president 
of  our  Church,  has  set  forth  our  concep- 
tion of  the  resurrection  in  these  convinc- 
ing terms  : 

"  I  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead ;  and  I  believe  that  we  will  come 
up  in  the  resurrection  from  death  to  life 
again,  as  literally  ourselves  as  did  Christ, 
the  Son  of  God,  rise  from  the  dead.  Now, 
that  is  putting  it  just  as  strongly  as  I 
know   how   to   put   it." 

On  another  occasion  he  said  : 

"  Every  creature  that  is  born  in  the 
image  of  God  will  be  resurrected  from  the 
dead,  just  as  he  dies.  You  can  write 
that  down  if  you  please,  and  never  for- 
get it,  nor  never  allow  yourself  to  have 
any  unbelief  on  that  account.  'As  in 
Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all 
be  made  alive.'  And  as  I  understand 
it,  when  they  are  raised  from  the  dead 
they  become  immortaL  beings  and  they 
will  no  more  suffer  the  dissolution  of  the 
spirit  and  the  body." 

Cites  Witnesses. 

Now,  let  us  see  who  is  right,  the  Rev. 
G.  Randall  Jones  or  President  Joseph  F. 
Smith.  If  this  were  a  case  at  court, 
witnesses  would  be  called  to  give  evi- 
dence, so  I  desire  to  call  up  a  number  of 
witnesses  to  testify — 

First,  to  the  resurrection  of  Jesus,  and 

Secondlv,  to  the  resurrection  of  all 
mankind. 

Our  first  witnesses  will  be  Mary  Mag- 
dalene and  Mary,  the  mother  of  James. 
If  these  witnesses  were  placed  on  the 
stand  and  asked  to  tell  what  they  know 
about  this  case,  they  would  no  doubt 
testify   as  follows  : — 

"  On  the  first  day  of  the  week  we 
came  to  the  sepulchre  with  sweet  spices, 
that  we  might  annoint  the  body  of  our 
Lord.  As  we  approached  the  sepulchre 
with   sorrowing  hearts  the  sun   was  just 
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rising  above  the  eastern  hills.  We  were 
discussing  who  should  roll  away  the 
great  stone  from  the  door,  but  as  we 
came  nearer,  to  our  great  astonishment, 
we  beheld  the  stone  was  rolled  away, 
and  as  we  hastened  into  the  sepulchre 
we  saw  an  angel,  clothed  in  a  long  white 
garment.  We  were  frightened,  but  he 
said  unto  us  :  '  Be  not  afraid.  Ye  seek 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  crucified. 
HE  IS  RISEN;  he  is  not  here:  behold 
the  place  where  the  Lord  lay,  and  go 
quickly  and  tell  his  disciples  that  he  is 
risen  from  the  dead.' 

Disciples  Notified. 
"  We  departed  hurriedly  from  the 
sepulchre  with  fear  and  great  joy,  and 
hastened  to  bring  his  disciples  word. 
And  as  we  hurried  along,  behold  Jesus 
met  us,  saying:  '  All  hail.'  And  we 
came  and  held  him  by  the  feet  and  wor- 
shipped him." 

Suppose  these  witnesses  now  were 
cross  examined  and  were  asked:  "  How 
do  you  know  it  was  Jesus  that  you 
saw?"  They  would  reply:  "We  had 
been  intimately  acquainted  with  Jesus 
and  were  present  at  his  crucifixion.  We 
recognized  his  features  and  his  voice,  and 
as  we  bowed  before  him  and  bathed  his 
feet  with  our  tears,  we  saw  the  wounds 
made  by  the  cruel  spikes.  How  could 
we  be  deceived?  We  saw,  we  heard, 
and  we  felt  our  Lord,  and  we  know 
assuredly  that  it  was  He.'' 
Valid  in  Court. 
What  would  any  court  think  of  this 
kind  of  testimony — two  accredited  wit- 
nesses testifying  to  the  same  identical 
facts? 

We  will  now  place  on  the  witness 
stand  two  disciples  of  the  Master.  Here 
is   their  testimony  : — 

"As  we  walked  along  the  road  on  our 
way  to  Emmaus,  sorrowing  over  the 
cricufixion  of  our  Lord,  and  talking  over 
the  happenings  of  the  past  few  days,  a 
stranger  drew  near  and  walked  with  us. 
He  asked  concerning  this  Jesus.  Then 
he  expounded  the  scriptures  to  us  relat- 
ing to  Jesus  Christ,  and  said :  '  Ought 
not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things 
and  to  enter  into  his  glory?  " 

"  As  we  drew  near  our  destination  the 
stranger  was  about  to  leave,  but  we  in- 
vited him  to  come  in  and  dine  with  us. 


As  we  sat  at  meat  he  took  bread  and 
blessed  it  and  brake  and  gave  it  to  us. 
Then  our  eyes  were  opened  and  we  recog- 
nized the  stranger  as  Jesus,  our  Lord  and 
Master.  He  vanished  from  us,  but  we 
shall  never  forget  how  our  hearts  burned 
while  he  talked  and  dined  with  us." 
Again  Two  Testily. 
Here  again  we  have  the  testimony  not 
of  a  single  witness  but  of  two  accredited 
witnesses,  each  substantiating  the  testi- 
mony of  the  other. 

Our  next  witness  is  Peter,  the  chief 
among  the  Apostles.  This  is  his  testi- 
mony : — 

"  I  was  meeting  with  the  other 
Apostles  in  an  upper  room,  when  two 
disciples  came  rushing  in  and  told  us  the 
Lord  had  risen  from  the  dead,  and  had 
walked,  talked  and  dined  with  them.  As 
they  thus  spake  Jesus  himself  stood  in 
our  midst  and  said  :  '  Peace  be  unto  you." 
We  were  terrified  and  affrightened, 
thinking  we  had  seen  a  spirit.  But  he 
said  unto  us  :  '  Why  are  ye  troubled,  and 
why  do  thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts? 
Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is 
I  myself ;  handle  me  and  see,  for  A 
SPIRIT  HATH  NOT  FLESH  AND 
BONES  AS  YE  SEE  ME  HAVE.- 
Then  he  showed  us  the  wounds  in  his 
hands  and  feet,  and  while  we  yet  believed 
not  for  joy  and  wondered,  he  said : 
'  Have  ye  here  any  meat?  '  We  gave  him 
a  piece  of  broiled  fish  and  an  honey- 
comb, and  he  took  it  and  did  eat  before 
us."      (Luke   24:   38-43.) 

Substantiated    by    Nine. 

Peter's  testimony  is  substantiated  by 
the  other  nine  Apostles  who  were  with 
him,  each  of  whom  may  be  put  on  the 
witness  stand  and  will  verify  the  testi- 
mony that  Peter  has  given. 

Thomas,  one  of  the  Apostles,  was  not 
present  on  this  occasion,  so  we  will  intro- 
duce him  as  a  subsequent  witness.  Here 
is  his  story  : 

"  Peter  and  the  other  Apostles  told 
me  they  had  seen  the  Lord,  and  that  he 
had  eaten  with  them,  but  this  seemed  so 
incredible  to  me  I  replied :  '  Except  I 
shall  see  in  his  hands  the  print  of  the 
nails,  and  put  my  finger  into  the  print 
of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into 
his  side,   I   will  not  believe.' 

"  Eight   days   later    I    was   in   meeting 
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with    the    other    Apostles.  The    doors 

were  all  shut,  but  ;iil  of  a  sudden  Jesus 
stood  in  our  midst,  saying  '  Peace  be 
unto  you.'  Then  turning  to  me  he  said  ■ 
'  Thomas,  reach  hither  thy  hand  and 
thrust  it  into  my  side,  and  be  not  faith- 
less, but  believing. '  I  was  overcome 
with  joy  at  this  demonstration  and  ex- 
claimed: '  My  Lord  and  my  God.'  Then 
Jesus  said  unto  me :  '  Thomas,  because 
thou  hast  seen  me  thou  has  believed ; 
blessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen  and 
yet  have  believed"  (John  20  :  24-29.) 
All  Others  Agree. 

If  any  one  doubts  the  testimony  of. 
Thomas,  let  him  question  any  of  the 
other  Apostles  who  were  present  on  that 
occasion  and  he  will  find  that  their  testi- 
mony  substantiates  that  of  Thomas. 

All  of  our  witnesses  so  far  have  been 
disciples  and  friends  of  Jesus,  and  lest 
there  be  some  who  would  discredit  this 
evidence  on  the  ground  that  the  witnesses 
were  unduly  prejudiced  in  favour  of  the 
defendant,  I  will  call  to  the  witness  stand 
a  bitter  opponent  of  Jesus  and  his  dis- 
ciples— Saul  of  Tarsus  (later  known  as 
Paul).      This  is   Saul's  own  testimony  : — 

"  I  was  present  at  the  stoning  of 
Stephen,  one  of  the  disciples  of  Jesus, 
and  held  the  raiment  of  those  who  parti- 
cipated in  his  execution.  Soon  after 
this  I  was  on  my  way  to  Damascus,  to 
persecute  the  Christians,  and  bring  them 
bound  to  Jerusalem,  when  suddenly  there 
shone  round  about  me  a  light  from  heaven 
which  was  so  bright  I  was  stricken  blind 
and  fell  to  the  earth.  I  heard  a  voice 
saying  unto  me  :  '  Saul,  Saul,  why  perse- 
cutest  thou  me?  '  '  Who  are  thou, 
Lord?  '  I  replied.  Then  there  came  to 
me  this  startling  declaration,  which 
pierced  me  to  the  very  marrow  of  my 
bones  :  '  I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  perse- 
cutest.'  " 

Whole  Life  Changed. 

If  there  is  any  question  as  to  the  credi- 
bility and  sincerity  of  this  witness,  I 
would  remind  you  how  his  whole  future 
course  in  life  was  suddenly  changed 
through  this  manifestation.  He  became 
the  oppressed  instead  of  the  oppressor, 
the  persecuted  instead  of  the  persecutor. 

He  was  beaten  with  many  stripes.  He 
was  stoned  and  cast  into  prison  and  dark 
dungeons.      He  suffered  many  afflictions, 


all  because  he  would  not  renounce  his 
testimony  that  Jesus  Christ  lived  and  was 
the  Redeemer  of  the  world.  There  was 
not  the  slightest  doubt  of  the  resurrec- 
tion of  Jesus,  in  Paul's  mind.  He  em- 
phatically  declared  : 

"  If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope  in 
Christ,  we  are  of  all  men  most  miserable. 
But  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead 
and  become  the  first  fruits  of  them  that 
slept.  For  since  by  man  came  death, 
by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even 
so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive." 
(I  Cor.   15    :  19-22.) 

Many  Others. 

There  are  other  witnesses  that  could 
be  presented,  but  time  will  not  permit, 
I  will  simply  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  during  the  forty  days  that 
Christ  ministered  among  his  disciples  he 
rret  them  at  the  Sea  of  Tiberius  and 
dined  with  them  there ;  he  was  seen  of 
more  than  five  hundred  brethren  at  one 
time  ;  and  finally,  when  he  ascended  into 
heaven,  you  remember  how  the  angel 
stood  there  and  said  : 

Ye' men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gaz- 
ing into  heaven?  This  same  Jesus  which 
is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven  shall 
so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen 
him  go  into  heaven."     (Acts  1    :  11.) 

It  is  hard  to  understand  how,  in  the 
face  of  all  this  convincing  testimony, 
learned  men,  such  as  the  one  I  have 
quoted,  should  deny  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus  Christ,  unless  it  is  that  they  are 
"  doubting  Thomases  "  and  will  not  be- 
lieve unless  they  can  thrust  their  finger 
in  to  the  prints  of  the  nails  and  the 
wound  in  his  side. 

Have  New  Evidence. 

In  addition  to  all  this  testimony  that 
has  been  adduced  from  the  New  Testa- 
ment, we,  as  Latter-day  Saints,  have 
other   striking   evidence.  I   desire   to 

present  just  two  out  of  the  many  wit- 
nesses that  could  be  called  to  verify  the 
fact  of  the  literal  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  is  a  sacred 
record  translated  by  Joseph  Smith 
through  the  gift  and  power  of  God,  from 
gold  plates  delivered  to  him  by  the  Angel 
Moroni  from  their  hiding  place  in  the  Hill 
Cumorah  in  the  western  part  of  the  state 
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of  New  York.  It  contains  an  account 
of  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  this  western 
hemisphere — the  progenitors  of  the 
American    Indians. 

Face  of  Land  Changed. 

From  this  record  we  learn  that  at  the 
time  of  the  crucifixion  of  Christ  the 
whole  face  of  this  western  land  was 
changed  through  violent  convulsions  of 
the  earth.  Highways  were  broken  up 
and  smooth  places  became  rough.  Many 
cities  were  sunk  in  the  depths  of  the  sea 
and  the  inhabitants  drowned,  some  were 
destroyed  by  fire,  and  others  were  buried 
in  the  earth.  Many  of  the  inhabitants 
were  destroyed  by  the  terifnc  storm,  tem- 
pest and  earthquake  which  lasted  about 
three  hours.  Then  there  was  thick 
darkness  covered  the  face  of  the  land 
for  three  days,  during  which  no  light 
of  any  kind  could  be  made. 

I  w.ill  now  introduce  Nephi,  one  of  the 
survivors  of  this  cataclysm  as  a  witness. 
Here   is  his  testimony  : 

"  After  the  great  destruction  that  had 
visited  our  land  and  the  three  days  of 
darkness,  the  survivors — the  more 
righteous  part  of  the  people— were 
gathered  together  around  the  Temple  in 
the  land  Bountiful,  conversing  about 
Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  signs  had  been 
given  concerning  his  death.  While  we 
were  thus  engaged  we  heard  a  voice  from 
heaven,  which  pierced  us  to>  the  very 
soul,  saying  :  '  Behold  my  beloved  Son,  in 
whom  I  am  well  pleased,  in  whom  I  have 
glorified  my  name:  Hear  ye  him.' 
Descends  from  Heaven. 

"  We  cast  our  eyes  toward  heaven, 
and  behold,  we  saw  a  man  descending 
out  of  heaven  ;  and  he  was  clothed  in  a 
white  robe.  He  stretched  forth  his  hand 
and  spake  unto  us,  saying:  '  Behold,  I 
am  Jesus  Christ,  whom  the  Prophets 
testified  should  come  into  the  world  .  .  . 
Arise  and  come  forth  unto  me,  that  ye 
may  thrust  your  hands  into  my  side,  and 
also  that  ye  may  feel  the  prints  of  the 
nails  in  my  hands  and  in  my  feet,  that 
ye  may  know  that  I  am  the  God  of  Israel 
and  the  God  of  the  whole  earth,  and  have 
been  slain  for  the  sins  of  the  world.'  (Ill 
Nephi  11    :  7-14.) 

"  We  all  went  forth  and  thrust  our 
hands  into  his  side  and  oid  feel  the  prints 
of  the  nails  in  his  hands  and  in  his  feet." 

Here  again  we  have  this  whole  multi- 
tude that  will  substantiate  the  testimony 
of  Nephi. 


Modern  Evidence. 

My  last  witness  is  more  modern  or 
recent.  It  is  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet 
of  this  last  dispensation.  This  is  his 
testimony  : 

"In  the  spring  of  1820  I  was  living 
with  my  father  and  mother  in  Manchester 
in  the  state  of  New  York.  I  was  only 
fourteen  years  old  at  the  time.  There 
was  a  great  religious  revival  in  that  sec- 
tion of  the  country.  I  was  desirous  of 
joining  one  of  the  sects  of  Christianity, 
but  I  could  not  determine  which  one  I 
should  affiliate  with.  Finally  I  read  in 
the  1st  Chapter  of  James,  the  5th  verse  : 
'  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask 
of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally 
and  upbraideth  not;  and  it  shall  be  given 
him.'  Never  did  any  passage  of  scrip- 
ture come  to  the  heart  of  man  with  such 
force  as  this  did  to  mine,  and  I  deter- 
mined to  put  it  to  the  test.  I  accord- 
ingly went  out  into  the  woods  near  our 
home,  in  a  beautiful  grove,  and  there  I 
knelt  down  and  prayed  to  my  Heavenly 
Father.  After  I  was  about  to  be  over- 
come by  an  unseen  power,  a  light  rested 
upon  me,  and  I  saw  two  personages, 
whose  brightness  and  glory  defy  all 
description,  standing  above  me  in  the  air. 
One  of  them  spake  unto  me,  calling  me 
by  name,  and  said,  pointing  to  the  other  : 
'This  is  my  beloved  Son;  hear  him.' 
Jesus  then  conversed  with  me  and  gave 
me  the  information  I  sought. 
Vision  Reported. 

"  On  the  3rd  of  April,  1836,  Oliver 
Cowdery  and  I  were  in  the  Kirtland  tem- 
ple praying  when  the  following  vision 
was  opened  to  us  : — 

"  The  veil  was  taken  from  our  minds, 
and  the  eyes  of  our  understanding  were 
opened.  We  saw  the  Lord  standing  upon 
the  breast  work  of  the  pulpit  before  us, 
and  under  his  feet  was  a  paved  work  of 
pure  gold  in  color  like  amber.  His 
eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire,  the  hair  of 
his  head  was  white  like  the  pure  snow, 
his  countenance  shone  above  the  bright- 
ness of  the  sun,  and  his  voice  was  as  the 
sound  of  the  rushing  of  great  waters, 
even  the  voice  of  Jehovah,  saying :  '  I 
am  the  first  and  the  last,  I  am  he  who 
liveth,  I  am  he  who  was  slain,  I  am  your 
advocate  with  the  Father.'  " — (D.  and 
C.   110    :   1-4.) 

I  wonder  what  court  in  the  face  of  all 
this  evidence  that  has  been  adduced  by 
these    witnesses    would    not    unqualifiedly 
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render  a  verdict  in  favour  of  President 
Joseph  F.  Smith's  conception  of  a  literal, 
tangible  resurrection  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

For  All  Mankind. 

There  are  also  many  witnesses  that 
could  be  called  to  testify  that  Jesus  was 
the  first  fruits  of  the  resurrection,  and 
that  all  mankind  who  dwell  upon  this 
earth  will  likewise  be  raised  from  the 
dead,  but  time  will  only  permit  the  testi- 
mony of  a  few  of  these  witnesses. 

The  Master  himself,  who  broke  the 
bands  of  death  and  made  it  possible  for 
all  of  us  to  rise  from  the  dead,  made  this 
statement:  "  Marvel  not  at  this,  for  the 
hour  is  coming  in  which  all  that  are  in 
the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice  and  shall 
come  forth ;  they  that  have  done  good 
unto  the  resurrection  of  life,  and  they 
that  have  dene  evil,  unto  the  resurrec- 
tion of  damnation."       (John  5    :  28,  29.) 

Ezekiel  was  shown  in  vision  a  large 
valley  filled  with  dry  bones  and  was  com- 
manded to  prophesy  over  them.  As  he 
did  so  he  saw  the  bones  come  together 
and  sinews  and  flesh  come  upon  them 
and  skin  cover  them.  He  was  com- 
manded to  prophesy  again  and  this  time 
the  breadth  of  life  came  into  these  bodies 
and  "  they  lived  and  stood  up  upon  their 
feet  an  exceeding  great  army."  In  ex- 
planation of   this   vision   the   Lord   said  : 

"  Son  of  man  these  bones  are  the  whole 
house  of  Israel ;  behold  they  say  our 
bones  are  dried,  and  our  hope  is  lost,  we 
are  cut  off  for  our  parts. 

"  Therefore  ,  prophesy  and  say  unto 
them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold 
O  my  people,  I  will  open  your  graves  and 
cause  you  to  come  up  out  of  your  graves 
and  bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel. 

"  And  shall  put  my  spirit  in  you  and 
ye  shall  live  and  I  shall  place  you  in 
your  land  ;  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  the 
Lord  have  spoken  it  and  performed  it, 
saith  the  Lord."  (Ezekiel  37  :  11-14.) 
Revealed  to  Job. 

The  fact  of  the  literal  resurrection  of 
the  body  was  revealed  to  Job  with  such 
mighty  force  and  power  that  he  emphati- 
cally declared  : — 

' '  O  that  my  words  were  now  written  ! 
Oh  that  they  were  printed  in  a  book ! 
That  they  were  graven  with  an  iron  pen 
and  lead  in  the  rock  forever ! 


For  I  know  that  my  redeemer  liveth 
and  that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day 
upon  the  earth. 

"  And  though  after  my  skin  worms 
destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall 
I  see  God. 

"  Whom  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and 
mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another ; 
though  my  reins  be  consumed  within 
me."       (Job  19    :  23-27.) 

The  Apostle  Paul,  whose  partial  testi- 
mony I  have  already  given,  made  this 
statement : — 

"  But  if  there  be  no  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  then  is  Christ  not  risen;  and  if 
Christ  be  not  risen,  then  is  our  preaching 
in  vain  and  your  faith  is  also  vain.  .  .  . 
Declared  First  Fruits. 
'  But  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the 
dead  and  become  the  first  fruits  of  them 
that   slept. 

"  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by 
man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead. 

"  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive 

"  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  in- 
corruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on 
immortality. 

"  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have 
put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall 
have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be 
brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  writ- 
ten :  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victor}-. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory?  "  (1  Cor.  15  :  13, 
14,  20-22,  53-55.). 

Told  In  Book  of  Mormon. 

In  substantiation  of  a  general  resur- 
rection, I  would  like  to  present  another 
Book  of  Mormon  witness — the  prophet 
Alma.       On  this  subject  he  has  to  say  : 

"  For  behold  the  day  cometh  that  all 
shall  rise  from  the  dead  and  stand  before 
God,  and  be  judged  according  to  their 
works 

"  The  spirit  and  the  body  shall  be  re- 
united again  in  its  perfect  form,  both 
limb  and  joint  shall  be  restored  to  its 
proper  frame,  even  as  we  now  are  at  this 
time 

"  Now  this  restoration  shall  come  to 
all,  both  old  and  young,  both  bond  and 
free,  both  male  and  female,  both  the 
wicked  and  the  righteous 

"  I    say    unto    you    that    these    mortal 
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bodies  are  raised  to  immortal  bodies  that 
they  can  die  no  more;  their  spirits  unit- 
ing with  their  bodies,  never  to  be  divided  ; 
thus  the  whole  becoming  spiritual  and 
immortal,  that  they  can  no  more  see  cor- 
ruption."       (Alma   11    :  41-45.) 

Matthew  testifies  that  after  the  resur- 
rection of  Christ  "  The  graves  were 
opened  and  many  bodies  of  the  saints 
which  slept  arose  and  came  out  of  the 
graves  after  his  resurrection  and  went 
into  the  holy  city  and  appeared  unto 
many."       (Matt.  27    :  52-53.) 

Many  Rise  In  West. 

We  also  learn  from  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon that  on  this  Western  continent 
"  many  saints  did  arise  and  appear  unto 
manv,  and  did  minister  unto  them."  (Ill 
Nephi   23    :   11.) 

In  this  dispensation  in  which  we  live 
John  the  Baptist,  Peter,  James  and  John, 
the  Angel  Moroni  and  other  resurrected 
beings  have  appeared  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph   Smith. 

Notwithstanding  all  this  evidence  of 
the  literal  resurrection  of  Jesus  and  all 
mankind,  perhaps  the  greatest  testimony 
that  we  have  is  the  witness  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  that  other  Comforter  which  Christ 
promised  his  disciples  when  he  should 
leave  them — the  spirit  .  of  revelation, 
which  plants  in  our  souls  a  vital  faith 
and  conviction  that  these  things  are  true. 

Quotes  Joseph  Smith. 

Now  I  want  to  read  another  testimony 
from  President  Joseph  F.  Smith  : — 

"  I  want  to  say,  as  a  servant  of  God, 
independent  of  the  testimonies  of  all  men 
and  of  every  book  that  has  been  written, 
that  I  have  received  the  witness  of  the 
Spirit  in  my  own  heart,  and  I  testify 
before  God,  angels  and  men  without  fear 
of  the  consequences,  that  I  know  that 
my  Redeemer  lives,  and  I  shall  see  him 
face  to  face,  AND  STAND  WITH  HIM 
IN  MY  RESURRECTED  BODY  upon 
this  earth  if  I  am  faithful;  for  God  has 
revealed  this  unto  me.  I  have  received 
the  witness,  and  I  bear  my  testimony, 
and  my  testimony  is  true." 

So  has  God  given  me  that  witness.  I 
bear  my  testimony  to  you  here  this  after- 
noon that  I  too  know  tha.  Jesus  Christ 
lives,  that  he  is  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world,  that  he  laid  down  his  life  for  the 
sins    of    the    world,    and    that    that    body 


which  was  laid  in  the  sepulchre  came  forth 
again,  a  quickened  and  immortal  body ; 
and  that  just  as  Christ  took  up  that  same 
identical  body,  so  all  of  us  will  eventu.ilU 
receive  back  the  bodies  that  go  into 
mother  earth. 

Critic  Answered. 
Yes,  but  the  critic  might  say  :  How  can 
that  be,  when  they  have  dissolved  and 
passed  to  their  elementary  state.  I  care 
not  what  the  philosophies  of  men  are. 
God  has  revealed  to  my  soul  that  this  is 
a  fact,  and  I  know  it.  There  are  lots 
of  things  we  know,  that  we  cannot 
understand.  Perhaps  this  is  one  of 
them.  We  may  not  understand  just  how- 
God,  the  creator,  is  going  to  bring  forth 
all  of  these'  elements  that  compose  our 
bodies,  and  bring  them  forth,  to'  be  re- 
united with  this  spirit,  but  we  do  know 
that  these  elements  cannot  be  destroyed, 
and  we  know  that  God  has  the  power  to 
organize  and  to  bring  them  forth  and  to 
fashion  these  bodies  again,  that  they 
might  become  the  everlasting  abode  of 
our  spirits,  which  are  in  very  deed  be- 
gotten of  God,  our   Eternal   Father. 

Declared  His  Work. 

He  has  declared:  "  This  is  my  work 
and  my  glory,  to  bring  to  pass  the  im- 
mortality and  eternal  life  of  man;  "  and 
without  these  bodies  raised  again  in  the 
resurrection  that  great  purpose  of  God, 
our  eternal  Father,  could  not  be  accom- 
plished. So  I  say  there  is  a  tangible 
resurrection.  Christ  rose  from  the  dead, 
and  we  all,  in  fact,  all  mankind,  will 
again  come  forth  and  shall  stand  before 
the  judgment  bar  of  God  to  be  judged 
according  to  the  deeds  done  here  in  the 
flesh.  "  They  that  have  done  good  unto 
the  resurrection  of  life  and  they  that  have 
done  evil  unto  the  resurrection  of  damna- 
tion." Then  shall  the  righteous  go  on 
to  inherit  that  glory  or  exaltation  which 
God  has  in  store  for  them,  according  to 
their    faithfulness. 

May  God  bless  us  all  on  this  Easter 
day,  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  in  our 
minds  as  to  the  literalness  and  actuality 
of  the  resurrection,  that  such  doubt  may 
vanish,  and  may  we  have  the  testimony 
that  comes  through  the  still,  small 
whispering  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit  bear- 
ing this  witness  to  our  souls,  I  humbly 
pary,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.

"  I  am  Joie  Ray."

The  greatest  milers  in  the  United 
States  faced  each  other  in  their  favourite 
distance  at  San  Francisco  during  the  ex- 
position year  of  1915  in  the  annual 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  National 
Championships.  Norman      Taber,      of 

Brown  University,  the  world's  record- 
holder  at  that  time,  with  a  mark  ot  4 
minutes  12  and  three-fifths  seconds,  was 
there  as  well  as  Abel  Kiviat,  of  the  Irish- 
American  Athletic  Club,  the  most  feared 
competitor  of  his  day. 

Before  the  classic  race  got  under  way, 
the  announcer  megaphoned  the  names  ot 
the  most  prominent  stars.  While  he  was 
in  the  midst  of  his  introductions,  a  light- 
haired,  barrell-chested,  thin-legged  ath- 
lete kept  dancing  impatiently  about  him 
waiting  to  be  presented.  But  the  an- 
nouncer finished  without  including  him. 
So  the  little  fellow  grabbed  up  the  mega- 
phone and  yelled  to  the  crowd:  "  You 
may  not  know  my  name  now,  but  you 
will  at  the  end  of  the  race  !  I  am  Joie 
W.    Ray." 

It  was  a  typical  San  Francisco  audi- 
ence,— and  what  they  said  to  Joie  would 
have  made  many  a  man  leave  the  track. 
But  Ray  did  not  seem  to  mind  and  lost 
himself  in  the  field  of  runners  during  all 
the  first  lap  and  part  of  the  second.  The 
favourites  took  turns  in  leading  and  the 
half-way  mark  was  reached  before  Joie 
commenced  to  attract  attention   again. 

At  that  point  he  suddenly  unleashed  a 
magnificent  sprint  as  though  he  had  no 
idea  that  there  was  still  another  lap.  The 
veterans  let  him  go,  thinking  that  he 
would  burn  himself  out  long  before  the 
finish,  while  the  less  experienced  run- 
ners stayed  with  the  old-timers.  The 
crowd  hooted  Ray  and  told  him  all  around 
the  track  that  he  was  sprinting  at  the 
wrong  time,  but  he  kept  right  on  about 
his  business  and  finished  the  third  lap  a 
good  forty  yards  ahead  of  his  field. 

Though  he  slowed  down  a  bit  as  he 
started  the  final  quarter  he  did  not  visi- 
bly weaken.  The  competitors  were  well 
in  the  back  stretch  before  any  of  them 
commenced  to  gain  on  the  little  fellow. 
Suddenly  Norman  Taber  came  to  life  and 
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realized  that  perhaps  the  man  in  front 
was  a  real  menace  after  all.  There  was 
less  than  200  yards  to  go  and  Ray  still 
possessed  something  like  a  thirty  yard 
margin. 

That  was  a  handicap  which  even  a 
sprinter  could  hardly  have  overcome. 
Taber  made  a  courageous  effort  and 
though  he  gained,  the  difference  between 
them  was  too  much  and  Ray  broke  the 
tape  with  plenty  of  room  to  spare  in  the 
creditable  time  of  4  minutes  23  and  two- 
fifths  seconds. 

Of  course,  Joie  Ray  became  the  hero 
of  the  meet  that  day  and  the  crowd  which 
had  laughed  at  him  stayed  to  cheer. 
National  recognition  followed  his  San 
Francisco  victory  .  .  .  Ray  knew  no  dis- 
sipations in  any  form.  He  did  not  smoke, 
drink,  or  keep  irregular  hours.  The  great 
stamina  and  strength  which  he  had 
hoarded  through  the  years,  together  with 
his  knowledge  of  running  and  his  vast 
confidence  in  himself  brought  him  to  his 
peak  again  and  before  the  indoor  season 
of  1925  had  ended  Ray  ran  faster  than 
any  American  had  ever  done  by  being 
clocked  in  a  4  minute-and-twelve-second 
mile,  the  second  best  in  all  history.

Religious  Contribution. 

(Excerpts  from  a  Radio  Address  over 
KGHL,  Billings,  Montana,  March  4, 
1934,  by  Joseph  Smith  Fish,  Principal  of 
the   Lovell,   Wyoming,   Seminary.) 

What  can  religion  contribute  in  solving 
our   economic   problems   and    in    assisting 
America,  which  must  lead  the  world  until 
'  The  war  drum  throbs  no  longer 

And  the  battle  flags  are  furled 

In  the  Parliament  of  Man, 

The  Federation  of  the  World?  " 

A  true  religion  should  save  temporally 
as  well  as  spiritually.  I  shall  speak  from 
the  temporal  standpoint. 

First,  let  me  discuss  a  very  simple  re- 
ligious principle  revealed  by  the  Lord  for 
our  physical  and  financial  welfare.  To- 
day is  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month.  It 
is  Fast  Day.  The  great  Judge  of  all 
nations,  a  kind  and  sympathetic  Father 
in  heaven,  has  directed  his  children  to  ob- 
serve the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  as  a 
day  of  sacrifice  and  prayer.  On  such 
day  we  are  called  upon  to  forego  the 
morning  and  noonday  meals,  and  to 
donate  their  equivalent  to  the  poor. 
Large  Sums. 

This  done,  a  very  conservative  amount 
of  only  ten  cents  a  meal  would  be  twenty 
cents  per  individual.  If  everyone  obeyed 
this  law,  what  would  be  the  result? 

The  population  of  the  world,  about 
nineteen  hundred  million  people,  would 
produce  the  astounding  figure  of 
$4,560,000,000  per  year.    Cut  tins  amount 
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in  half,  say,  you  still  would  have 
$2,280,000,000  per  year.  This  amount, 
properly  distributed,  would  feed  all  the 
starving  people  on  the  globe.  Very  sim- 
ple !  And  it  does  not  cost  a  cent — only 
a  little  self-denial.  No  one  but  God 
could  have  thought  of  such  a  plan.  Then, 
too,  does  not  medical  science  declare  that 
the  Fast  Day  is  one  of  Nature's  best  laws 
of  health  and  vigour? 


And  again,  an  All-Wise  Creator,  the 
Great  Physician,  has  revealed  that  hot 
drinks,  such  as  tea  and  coffee  are  harm- 
ful to  the  body ;  that  tobacco  and  liquor 
are  poisons  to  the  human  system. 

Were  this  nation  to  observe  the  voice 
of  the  Almighty  in  his  Word  of  Wisdom, 
to  keep  pure  and  clean  from  worldly  vices, 
we  would  have  an  army  of  hardened,  en- 
during, stalwart  boys  and  girls  who,  like 
the  Spartan  soldiers  of  old,  could  con- 
quer the  world  and  its  powers  combined. 


Why  does  the  world,  relatively  con- 
sidered, produce  so  few  men  of  eminence? 
Simply  because  most  men  are  slaves 
either  to  passion  or  to  habit.  Any  man 
has  the  personal  liberty  to  start  a  habit, 
but,  once  enslaved,  he  does  not  possess 
the   liberty   to   stop   it.  The   world   is 

crying  out  for  the  clean  boy,  the  pure 
girl,  as  it  has  never  done  so  before.  It 
needs  you !  Young  man,  young  woman 
— enlist ! 

No  nation  can  survive  that  will  not  keep 
morally  and  physically  clean.  The  Lord's 
revelations,  if  obeyed,  would  give  us 
health,  strength  and  financial  freedom. 
Our  government  could  easily  solve  its 
own  problems,  if  there  were  no  tea,  no 
coffee,  no  tobacco,  no  liquor,  used. 
Peace,  prosperity,  and  happiness  would 
result.
